Sitlington  8f  eek  •  is  the  third  largest  stream  in  Pocahontas  County  that 
flows  into  the  Greontrier  River  .  This  stream  was  so  named  by  the  fact  that 
Robert  Sitlington^was  the  first  permanent  settler  on  the  Branch,  and  the  eastern 
part  of  Pocahontas  County.  Hie  home  was  in  the  site  of  the  town  of  Dunmore  .

The  Roein.  eome  times  called  Roein  Fork  flows  in  the  North  Fork  Creek 
South  of  the  Town  of  Greenbank  ;  the  valley  through  which  it  flows  was  formerly 
cc-pletely  covered  with  the  famous  '.Vhite  pine  trees  ,  and  was  for  many  years 
known  ae  the  T'Piney  -‘.7oode". 

In  the  days  when  the  St  Lawrence  Lumber  Company  was  operating  the 
t-.ite  ?ir.e  timber  on  the  Roein  Run  they  constructed  a  Splaeh  Dam  across 
the  Run  end  when  they  had  all  the  logs  rolled  in,  they  turned  the  Dam  loose 
end  floated  the  loge  to  the  North  Fork  Creek  ,  and  thence  to  the  Greenbrier  Riwr 
end  V.en  to  Roncevert;  they  began  to  open  the  Splaeh  Dam  in  the  latter  days

of  1900  ,  was  a  natine  of  Augusta  County  ,  having  married  Nancy  Agnes  Wooddel, 
care  along  with  the  Wooddelle,  very  early  in  the  settlement  of  this  section  of 
Pocahontas  County.  He  secured  a  Land  Grant  of  20  Acres  of  land  bearing 
date  of  1810  and  called  its  location  as  being  on  the  Waters  of  Cartmills 
Creek  ,  and  was  under  the  regime  of  Bath  County,  and  thi^s  .  section  was 
then  called  locally;1  The  Piney  Woods" 

Jam e8  Coopers  name  appears  in  the  organization  of  Pocahontas  County 
ae  or.e  of  the  first  constables  appointed  .  He  served  a6  Magistrate  ,  Assessor, 
and  Teacher  of  Schools  .  He  was  regarded  with  high  esteem  for  his  honest 
and  elevated  charaater  in  social  and  business  relations  .  And  the  branch 
■o  named  "  Coopers  Run  "  will  forever  perpetuate  his  memory  in  the  annals 
of  Pocahontas  County.

James  Elliott  was  a  master  mechanic,  was  a  soldier  of  the  Indian  wars;  was 
a  private  under  the  command  of  General  George  A.  Custer  ,  and  General  Reno, 
he  wae  with  Reno.s  army  when  General  Custers,  army  was  massacred  In  1876 
Hr  Elliotts  affidavit  was  taken  by  Squire  John  P.  Townsend  imjrf  1826 
-for  the  purpose  of  securing  a  pension  for  Ur,  Elliott  as  an  Indian  war  vetern. 

Ur  Elliott  died  before  the  papers  were  ratified  and  sanctioned  by  the 
U.S.CoTwrasent  .  Hr,  Elliott  was  a  Confederate  soldier  in  the  Civil  War 
under  coc=and  of  General  Kirby  Smith,  and  Dick  Taylor  in  the  South  West.

The  Jake  Potato  Hollow  wae  bo  named  from  the  fact  that  the  Pioneer  - 
Jacob  Gillispie  who  lived  in  the  pine  and  white  oak  eection  near  what  ie 
now  the  Greenbank  neighborhood,  and  had  trouble  in  growing  potatoee  in 
that  kind  of  eoil.  He  went  up  in  the  head  of  this  hollow  .selected  a  spot 
in  the  rich  black  loam  ,  cleared  a  potato  patch  ,  and  the  .tradition  ie  that 
the  old  California  Potatoes  grew  large  ae  coffee  pots; 

The  old  potato  patch  is  marked  by  a  few  volateer  peach  trees 

TAL'iAN  HOLLOW  -  The  Tainan  Hollow  was  named  for  James  Talman  one  of  the 
early  settlers  who  went  up  the  hollow  ,  erected  a  sugar  house  or  Camp 
ar.i  called  it  his  own  ,  and  was  thereby  locally  known  as  Tainan  Hollow. 

This  was  about  the  year  of  1$00. 

LyHN  GUHU  HOLLOW.  The  Lynn  Gum  Hollow  received  its  name  from  Lynnsie  Gum, 
wr.o  »oe  the  progenitor  of  all  the  Gums  in  Highland  ,  and  Pocahontas  Counties 
he  would  cone  acro88  the  Allegheny  Mountain  from  the  Virginia  side  and  had 
r.ie  carping  place  in  the  hollow  ;  He  would  hunl  ,  and  dig  genseng  ,

It  was  just  one  hundred  and  sixty-rive  years  ago  w-.cn 
irate  West  Virginians  paid  orr  a  long  standing  grudge  a&ai..^ 
the  Ohio  Indians  at  Point  Pleasant.  Ever  since  the  close  or 
the  French  and  Indian  was,  1763,  the  Indian  Nations  who  re¬ 
sented  being  "sold  down  the  river"by  the  French-,  continued  to 
pester  the  frontiersmen  by  murderous  raids  and  sneaking  attaoks. 
In  '.-ay,  1774,  the  House  of  Burgesses  authorized  the  raising 
of  an  army  and  no  time  was  lost  in  getting  down  to  business. 

^ach  county  already  had  a  well  organized  mill  tie  system.  Gen. 

ndrew  lewis  was  given  command  of  the  soutnern  wing  or  the 
nrzy  which  included  Augusta,  Botetourt  and  Fincastle.  Botetourt 
included  the  Greenbrier  Settlements.  The  troops  were  massed 
at  present  Lewisburg.  Capt.  John  Stuart  commanded  a  company 
of  t:.irty-seven  men  raised  from  tne  vicinity  or  the  present 
.  ce-ontas  County.  Hi3  sergeants  were  James  Donnelly,  Chas. 
O'Hara,  and  Harriman  Skidmore.  His  musketeers  were  Daniel
